BIE Day 
Tuesday

Nearly 1000 teachers from 
Torrance's public and paro­ 
chial schools will be guests of 
business and industry next 
Tuesday during the second an­ 
nual Business-Industry-Educa­ 
tion program.

The annual event, sponsored 
by the Torrance Chamber of 
Commerce, was originated in 
this area, and has been studied 
by school and Chamber of 
Commerce executives of other 
Southland areas.

Tuesday's program will be­ 
gin at 9 a.m. in the Torrance 
High School auditorium, where 
Leslie B. Worthington, presi­ 
dent of the Columbia-Geneva 
division of United States Steel, 
will address the group.

In a joint announcement in 
Los Angeles Tuesday, officials 
of the two companies said the 
synthetic rubber, known as 
polyisoprene, is now limit­ 
ed production at the Shell 
Chemical Corp. plant here.

U. S. Rubber Co. said it is 
using the the synthetic in the 
manufacture of truck tires.

HERETOFORE, truck tires 
were made of natural rubber. 
The synthetic rubber commer­ 
cially availabue up to now— 
a type known as "GR-S"— 
would not stand up under the 
heavy demands of trucks and 
other heavy duty vehicles.

The new polyisoprene du­ 
plicates the long-wearing and 
heat-resistant qualities of na­ 
tural rubber, the company of­ 
ficials said.

Price of the synthetic can 
now be lowered to permit pro­ 
duction on a competitive basis 
with natural rubber through a 
new Shell process, the officials 
said.

THE CURRENT price of the 
synthetic is 30 cents a pound, 
f. o. b. Torrance. Production 
averages about five tons a day 
al present, and can be stepped 
up to 15,00 or 20,000 tons a 
year as equipment is installed, 
according to Shell President 
Richard C. McCurdy.

Officials said the commercial 
availability of the material, 
which was developed some 
years ago, is highly significant 
for the rubber industry and 
vital from a military stand­ 
point.

Counseling for 
Students Told

The Torrance classroom and 
the teacher were described as' 
the place and person to play 
the key role in guidance and 
counseling of local scbool chil­ 
dren by Dr. Warren Hamilton, 
director of special services for j 
the Torrance Unified School 
District, who spoke at a lunch­ 
eon meeting of the Torrance 
Educational Advisory Commit­ 
tee at the YWCA at noon Mon­ 
day.

"Curriculum and guidance j 
cannot be separated," stated 
Dr. Hamilton, pointing out that 
the parent is brought into the 
picture early in the young­ 
ster's schooling by means of \ 
parent-teacher conferences.

Also playing a part in the 
overall guidance program as 
described by Dr. Hamilton, are 
the school principal, curricu­ 
lum consultants, and school 
psychologists, who oversee a 
battery of tests that are given 
to the students periodically as 
a basis for determining apti­ 
tudes and planning careers.

THE TESTING program was 
described in detail by Robert 
Dollarhide, school psychologist, 
who said that tests administer­ 
ed fall into two categories— 
achievement and aptitude. The 
high schools also administer a

series of vocational Interest 
exams, Dollarhide stated, in 
order to help the students se­ 
lect the proper courses of 
study to .meet their individual 
needs.

Utilization of the test results 
to select the academically gift­ 
ed students on the high school 
level, in order that they might 
enroll in advanced classes was 
described by Dale Harter, prin­ 
cipal of North High School. 
Lowerclassmen thus selected 
are screened on the basis of 
emotional and physical matur­ 
ity before being permitted to

He named Assemblymen 
Nicholas "Nick" Petris, Oak­ 
land; A. Phillip Burton, San 
Francisco, and Bruce F. Alien, 
San Jose, to the special sub­ 
committee.

O'CONNELL'S action fol­ 
lowed a visit to Sacramento 
Monday of » delegation of 65 
persons from the area who 
presented petitions which had 
been circulated by area Elks 
Lodges asking for stiff pen­ 
alties for convicted dope ped­ 
dlers.

The group appeared before 
the State Assembly Commit­ 
tee on Criminal Procedures,

which O'Connell heads. The REPRESENTING Torrancecommittee heard more than 
an hour's testimony and ac­ 
cepted for study a bill pre­ 
sented by Assemblyman Clay- 
ton Dills of Gardena. The bill, 
AB 119, would set a five-year 
minimum sentence on the 
first conviction, and a mini­ 
mum mandatory 20-year sen­ 
tence on the second and fol­ 
lowing offenses. There would 
be no probation or parole 
from either sentence.

JOINING the Torrance-Gar- 
dena group before the commit­ 
tee was Col. George H. White, 
district supervisor of the 
United States Bureau of Nar­ 
cotics for California, Arizona, 
and Nevada.

"Los Angeles is one of three 
extremely sore spots in the 
nation on narcotics." Colonel 
White said. He said New York 
and Chicago shared the Los 
Angeles billing. The strength 
of the bureau is concentrated 
in the three areas, he said.

Leaders of the delegation 
emphasized that they want a i 
bill which imposes mandatory 
sentences.
